DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The reply filed on 01/18/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because: the text of at least claim 2 and the changes to this claim do not match 
up with the corresponding claim 2 in applicant's Amendment and Response under 37 
C.F.R. 1 .143 to a Restriction Requirement dated 02/27/2006. In other words, the text 
and the changes to claim 2 in applicant's 01/18/2007 amendment do not match up with 
claim 2 in the latest entered amendment dated 02/27/2006. As one example, the terms 
"comprised of appear to have been added to line 1 of claim 2 in applicant's 01/18/2007 
amendment, but such terms are not underlined in this amendment. Moreover, the term 
"a" in line 4 of claim 2 in applicant's 01/18/2007 amendment includes both underlining 
and strikethrough. As such, it is unclear if the term "a" is being added or deleted from 
claim 2. Since the period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this 
application will become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains 
an extension of time under 37 CFR 1 .1 36(a). 

The date on which the petition under 37 CFR 1.136(a) and the appropriate 
extension fee have been filed is the date for purposes of determining the period of 
extension and the corresponding amount of the fee. In no case may an applicant reply
